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Thunder Over Michigan ground 
parade set for Aug. 3 in Belleville

American and German Military World 
War II vehicles and re-enactors will parade 
up Belleville’s Main Street at about 6:30 
p.m. on Friday, Aug. 3, to promote that 
week end’s Thunder Over Michigan event 
at Willow Run Airport. 

This is the fourth year for the popular 
parade, which is enhanced by flyovers of 
old military aircraft. 

This year the Canadian Harvard Aircraft 
Association’s WWII “Harvard” Trainer 
Formation Team and the Yankee Air 
Museum’s WWII B-25 “Mitchell” Bomber 
will participate. 

Each aircraft will fly three passes down 
the parade route during separate time slots 
while the ground portion of the parade is 
in progress. 

The military vehicles will leave Willow 
Run Airport and convoy to Belleville’s 
Victory Park, where they are expected to 
arrive around 6 p.m. 

After staging at the park for the parade, 
the vehicles will proceed up Main Street 
at about 6:30 p.m. and stage again, after 
the parade, on High Street. They expect to 
leave town around 7:45 p.m. 

The public is invited to inspect the vehicles 
and visit with the WWII “soldiers” during 
the stagings, and view the military parade. 

Michael Luther, Yankee Air Museum’s Air 
Show Director, was present at Monday’s 
City Council to get approval for the various 
street closings required by the event. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Jack Loria wanted 
to make sure the tracks on the vehicles 
wouldn’t damage Belleville’s new Main 
Street surface and Luther said in the past 
Police Chief Gene Taylor had inspected the 
rubber pads on the tracks to make sure they 
weren’t worn out. They will be inspected 
this time, as well, Luther said. 

During an early parade, one of the 
vehicles had a damaged pad and there was 
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some sparking and scuffing of the road 
surface, but no real damage to the street, 
Chief Taylor said on Tuesday. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the City Council: 

e Voted 3-2 to make the Belleville Lake 
Current the city’s new Newspaper of 
Record. Voting in favor were Mayor Pro 
Tem Loria, Councilman Tom Smith, and 
Mayor Kerreen Conley. Voting no on 
that motion were Council members Brian 
Blackburn and Kim Tindall. There were 
three bids for the service opened at the 
July 2 council meeting from the Current, 
the Belleville-Area Independent, and The 
View; 

e Was informed by City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer that the request for bids for 
Engineering Services has gone out and will 
be opened Aug. 20; 

e Agreed to put off bidding out Planning 
and Zoning services because present 
consultant Birchler Arroyo had presented 
proposals for working with the planning 
commission on a Downtown Overlay 
District and Clear Zoning. The request for 
bids will be put off until these projects are 
over, possibly the end of the year or in the 
spring; 

e Approved naming Mayor Conley 
as the city’s official representative to 
the Southeastern Michigan Council of 


Governments (SEMCOG) and City 
Manager Kollmeyer as the official 
alternate; 


e Approved a resolution approving the 
Senior Alliance’s Annual Implementation 
Plan for Aging Services; and 

e Heard City Manager Kollmeyer say she 
has been considering the issue of possibly 
closing the Skate Park and people are 
calling her wanting the park to continue. 
She said she will bring a recommendation 
to the council to have a public hearing 
on the subject, to give people a chance to 
speak.

Sarah Palin wows large crowd at 
Wayne County Fairgrounds Saturday

Former Vice Presidential candidate Sarah 
Palin charmed a crowd of about 3,000 
Saturday at the Wayne County Fairgrounds 
in temperatures hovering in the 90s. 

The Patriots in the Park rally started at 
noon. Palin arrived at the microphone at 
around 4 p.m. and spoke for about half an 
hour, bringing the crowd to its feet many 
times with cheers and applause. 

Former Alaska Gov. Palin was the keynote 
speaker at the event put on by the Willow 
Run Tea Party Caucus and Americans for 
Prosperity with all proceeds for the $5 per 
car parking fee going to the Fallen and 
Wounded Warriors Fund. There reportedly 
were about 1,900 cars parked. 

Lynn Phillips of Wounded Warriors said 
the fund has distributed nearly $1 million to 
veterans in need of help for food, housing, 
and the other basics of life. 

A banner near the speakers’ platform on 
the fairgrounds identified a list of other 
supporters including Van Buren Township 
activist John Delaney and Democratic 
candidate for VBT Supervisor Larry Fix. 


Master of Ceremonies was Thayrone 
X, the popular owner and host of a talk 
show on WAAM radio. But it was Scott 
Hagerstrom, State Director of Americans 
for Prosperity, who introduced Palin. 

When Palin bounced out of an air- 
conditioned travel trailer, the crowd that 
had been patiently waiting for her greeted 
her with open arms. She complimented 
them for coming out in the heat to the Tea 
Party rally when they could have been 
spending time at home with their families. 

The crowd responded to her comments 
with boos, when President Barack 
Obama’s programs were mentioned, and 
with cheers when she spoke of America’s 
exceptionalism and love of freedom. 

Speaking of joblessness, she called out, 
“President Obama, if that’s what you call 
hope, we want change,’ and the crowd 
jumped to its feet cheering. She claimed 
Obama’s “hopey-changey agenda wiped 
out a whole generation of prosperity.” 

Palin asked the crowd if they can afford 
four more years of this and people roared, 
“No.” She asked them to chant “Four

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more months” and they did. She noted the 
November Presidential Election is not far 
away. 

Palin referred to Willow Run and the 
Liberator Bombers constructed there that 
made it the Arsenal of Democracy and help 
save the free world. 

She spoke on behalf of limited government 
and promised, “So help us, God, we will 
succeed” in saving the country from 
European-style socialism. 

“Freedom is a God-given right and 
freedom is worth fighting for,” she said 
and the crowd again jumped to its feet 
cheering. 

“Don’t be bummed and lose courage 
though the opposition looks daunting,” she 
said, urging them to move forward in honor 
of those who fought and died to make the 
U.S.A. the strongest and best country in the 
world. 

“Are you willing to do it again?” she 
asked and the crowd, again, stood up and 
cheered. 

A long line of speakers took to the 
microphone before Palin arrived, including 
Jeff Fitzgerald, Speaker of the Wisconsin 
House of Representatives, who told of his 
experiences in passing tough legislation 
in his state and his disbelief when 
Democrats fled the state to head off votes 
on legislation. 

Troy Mayor Janice Daniels, a Tea Party 
member, told of how she is under assault 
for voting the way she said she would 
during her election campaign and using her 
freedom of speech to express her opinions. 
She is facing a recall election. 

Mickey Blashfield told of The People

Should Decide ballot initiative that 
collected 609,220 signatures seeking to let 
voters decide on building a new bridge to 
Canada. 

A Van Buren Township Fire/Rescue team 
on bicycles made their way through the 
crowd checking on the welfare of members 
of the audience, who were spread out on 
the grass over a large area, some under 
umbrellas and shelters and others in the 
broiling sun. 

After Palin’s comments were ended, 
audience members headed for their air 
conditioned vehicles and then out of 
the fairgrounds. As they walked to their 
vehicles, Tea Party leader Daniel Benefiel 
asked the crowd to remember the Occupiers 
who destroyed, burned and trashed the 
areas they used. He said those present 
should clean up after themselves and leave 
the fairgrounds in good shape. 

Van Buren Township Police and 
Michigan State Police directed traffic 
from the fairground’s south exit to the 
North I-94 Service Drive and then west 
to Rawsonville Road. Those exiting the 
northern fairgrounds driveway were sent 
north on Quirk Road by police. 

Shortly after the crowd was out on the 
streets from the Tea Party event, a group of 
more than 200 motorcycles roared through 
the township in a benefit run starting and 
ending in Taylor to earn funds for charity.

VBT to bill Americans for Prosperity 
for Saturday’s security costs

Van Buren Township will bill Americans 
for Prosperity for police overtime costs 
to provide security and traffic control for 
Saturday’s Patriots in the Park event at the 
Wayne County Fairgrounds. 

About 3,000 people came to the free 
event to listen to the keynote speaker Sarah 
Palin, a national figure who had been a 
Vice Presidential candidate and Governor 
of Alaska. 

About 1,900 cars were parked at $5 each 
to raise money for Wounded Warriors. 

Co-sponsors of the event were the 
Michigan unit of Americans for Prosperity 
and the Willow Run Tea Party Caucus. 

At Monday’s workshop session of the 
VBT Board of Trustees, Public Safety 
Director Carl McClanahan gave a report on 
the event and the extra security required. 

John Delaney, who worked hard on 
Saturday’s event but doesn’t speak for 
the Tea Party, said there was a “snafu” 
the previous Thursday with the township 
wanting to charge $1,300 for a special 
event permit. He said thanks to intervention 
by Clerk Leon Wright and Trustee Denise 
Partridge, that fee was waived. Delaney 
said the fairgrounds never before has 
been charged a fee for a special event held 
there. 

He said there still may be a $400 charge 
that, he said, would come out of the funds 
for Wounded Warriors. 

Delaney claimed the overtime by VBT 
police was not requested or needed. 

Supervisor Paul White said he doesn’t 
know if the money will be paid, but an 
invoice will be sent. 

“Van Buren Township will do what Van 
Buren Township has to do,” White said. 
“We have been told all the money goes for 
Wounded Warriors. We will see...” 

McClanahan said on July 9, he was 
contacted by Carl Berry, who said he 
was hired by Willow Run Tea Party and 
Americans for Prosperity to be head of 
security for Sarah Palin. McClanahan said 
Berry told him they would need police 
protection the following Saturday. They 
expected from 5,000 to 10,000 people. 

McClanahan said they had other meetings 
and strategized. 

“We were asked. We didn’t just show 
up,” McClanahan said. 

He said his department has a responsibility 
for the public safety. 

“We didn’t know Palin was coming until 
late Tuesday,” White said, adding he and 
other officials went to the fairgrounds the 
next day and found there were no plans for 
parking or porta johns. 

He said rain was predicted and so they 


suggested a tow truck stand by in case it 
was needed to pull cars out of a muddy turf. 
Additional offsite parking was arranged. 

“It was a last-minute thing for Van 
Buren Township,” White said, adding 
that on Thursday morning they met with 
fairgrounds management. 

McClanahan said the township found out 
on Tuesday about the Saturday event. He 
said they found out later that Palin didn’t 
sign her contract until Wednesday. 

He said the crowd was not as large as they 
anticipated. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr asked how much will 
be reimbursed and McClanahan said the 
township doesn’t have a written agreement 
for security. 

“But, it’s a matter of public safety,” 
Trustee Jahr said and McClanahan replied, 
“Absolutely.” 

McClanahan said they are compiling the 
overtime costs for the billing. 

Delaney said there was no special event 
permit issued because Terry Carroll wasn’t 
available on Friday to issue it. 

Delaney said there were 25 people with 
concealed weapon permits from the Willow 
Run Tea Party and 25 more from the Canton 
Tea Party who patrolled the event. He later 
said there were uniformed state police for 
the motorcade and Palin had Secret Service 
and FBI with her, along with her personal 
security. 

Delaney complained that VBT police 
were standing around waiting to have their 
pictures taken with Sarah Palin’s motor 
coach instead of patrolling. 

McClanahan said Carl Berry, retired 
police chief from Plymouth, was in charge 
of personal security for Sarah Palin and 
he asked for the pictures of police and fire 
with Palin. 

“We had a meeting Friday with Carl Berry 
on how the thing would be handled and the 
crowd controlled and we did it exactly that 
way,’ McClanahan said. 

Delaney said McClanahan was out in 
the sun working while his other officers 
were in the shade under the canopy for 40 
minutes before the picture was taken. 

Captain Greg Laurain said there were no 
law enforcement issues that occurred or 
any EMS calls due to the heat. 

“There was a very good crowd of people 
that attended and appeared to have a great 
time,” Captain Laurain said. 

“The Fairgrounds, Willow Run Tea Party 
and Americans for Prosperity were very 
good organizations to work with during 
this event,” Laurain said.

Everyone likes 
fireworks, but have 
they gone too far? 


Since the 4th of July, residents of Sumpter 
Township, the City of Belleville, and Van 
Buren Township have stood up at their regular 
municipal meetings to plead for help with the 
new state fireworks law. 

At Monday’s City Council meeting there 
were complaints about the late-night fireworks 
explosions and fear over dry conditions and 
fire. 

Last week, Sumpter Township residents 
asked what could be done about the noise 
from fireworks at late hours. 

Tuesday evening, Albert Obeginski of Ecorse 
Road asked the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees for an ordinance to keep firework 
shooting 300’ from homes and buildings and 
also a provision for the fire chief to prohibit 
fireworks when the weather is too dry. 

His neighbor Michael Reese said kids in the 
trailer park shoot off fireworks and the embers 
fall on his dry trees and log cabin house. He 
and his wife Donna fear fire. 

They brought to the meeting a handful of 
sticks from the rockets that fell in their yard. 
Gary Marshall brought the remnants of a 
rose-colored balloon that floated aloft by way 
of hot air from an open flame. His balloon had 
a hole burned in it the size of a baseball. He, 
too, fears fire. 

Officials in all three communities told the 
residents they would look into it and that 
legislators in Lansing are considering changes 
to the law because of all the complaints. We 
support fine-tuning the new fireworks law in 
Michigan — for the safety and peace of mind 
of our citizens.

I was much younger then, and fearless, 
and covered the funeral, including the 
wine-drinking mourners out behind the 
funeral home on their bikes. 

I staked out a place by the side of the road 
at the cemetery, which was perfect to take 
a picture of the hundreds of bikers coming 
up the hill. I got my pictures and they were 
great. 

Several years later, a man came to our 
office to get an old paper from our archives 
that showed the pictures and coverage of 
that event. He had been a Devils Diciple 
and since had gotten on with his life, but 
he enjoyed the pictures and found himself

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in one. 

He told me that on that day the bikers had 
decided to run me over on the hill, where I 
was standing to take the picture, but at the 
last minute, they veered away and didn’t 
go through with the plan. 

Sure was chilling to me to hear his tale. 

Yes, I do remember the Devils Diciples. 

Gary Marshall was sitting outside his 
home on Robson Road in Van Buren 
Township at about 10 p.m. Saturday when 
a big “fireworks balloon” fell out of the sky 
near him. He said it had a big hole in its 
side, about the size of a baseball, where it 
had burned. 

He said he had seen them flying around in 
the neighborhood recently. Gary also had 
complained about the non-stop fireworks 
in his neighborhood, sometimes after 
midnight when most of his neighbors are 
in bed. Gary said police told him there’s 
nothing they can do about it because of the 
new fireworks law. 

Gary said he found out why the band shell 
at Van Buren Park is facing the way it is, so 
performers are looking into the setting sun. 
It was built for a special concert, he said. 

He said on Sept. 4, 1982 Johnny Cash 
(and possibly Jerry Lee Lewis) had a 
concert there and the township built the 
band shell so there would be the largest 
area to accommodate what they knew 
would be a big crowd. 


Gary said a friend of his told him that he 
attended that concert and left early after a 
lot of people were getting drunk and couples 
were having sex openly on blankets. There 
weren’t enough Van Buren Police to handle 
the large crowd, Gary reports. 

He said if you Google “Johnny Cash 


and Belleville”, youll 
get information on the 
event.

Kovach finds missing 
document at VBT

A missing document has been found 
that indicates that the former director 
of development and planning at VBT 
corresponded with Homer Morris on his 
Bemis Road land splits.

During Monday morning’s session in 
the courtroom of 34" District Court Judge 
David Parrott, the judge raised his voice 
several times in addressing defendant

officials who are used to Judge Parrott’s 
soft-spoken ways. 

The cameraman from Channel 7 
television news, who had been waiting for 
Kesler’s court appearance, said the judge

described Judge Parrott as “righteously

Hirsch sued Kesler for breach of contract 
and in May, Judge Parrott made a judgment 
of $13,000 against Kesler. But Hirsh has 
been unable to collect. 

He asked Judge Parrott to appoint a 
Receiver, who would have the power to 
go into Kesler’s house and elsewhere to 
seize items to satisfy the judgment. The 
court session Monday was concerning the 
request for a Receiver. 

But, Judge Parrott said since the judgment 
was just ordered in May, it is too soon to 
use such harsh means to collect. 

Judge Parrott told Williams that other 
means are available to try to collect. He 
said they can obtain discovery to find her 
assets and she’s obligated to respond. 

He said he would deny without prejudice, 
so the motion for a Receiver could be later 
re-filed if they are unsuccessful in finding 
assets to attach to satisfy the judgment. 

Attorney Williams spoke at the beginning 
of the session stating Judge Parrott has 
jurisdiction of the judgment and its 
enforcement, although Kesler had argued 
otherwise in a Response Brief in Opposition 
to Plaintiff’s Motion to Appoint Receiver. 

Williams said every judgment would be 
stayed if a defendant could appeal which 
would stop enforcement. 

He said there are no less drastic measures 
that can be tried and that is why he and 
his client are asking for a Receiver to be 
appointed. He said they can’t garnish her 
wages because she’s not working. 

Williams said a court officer has been 
out six times to Kesler’s home, but they

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wouldn’t answer the door. 

Williams said Kesler has moved all her 
assets and she says the entire contents of her 
residence belongs to her husband Timothy 
Szetela or the Trust of Timothy Szetela. 

“Which is pretty amazing,” Williams said 
of the idea that Kesler owns absolutely 
nothing. 

In her Response Brief Kesler said the 
trust was set up four years ago, before the 
law suit against her was filed. 

But, Williams told the judge, in 2011 
there was a vehicle registered in Kesler’s 
name. 

Williams said there was $50,000 in her 
name when she won [in the Who Wants to 
be a Millionaire game show in 2010]. He 
asked, “Where did it go?” 

Judge Parrott named a number of places 
the money could have gone, including 
paying taxes, bills, and the like 

Williams charged that Kesler and her 
husband are hiding her assets. 

Kesler said under court rules once an 
appeal has been filed, the jurisdiction 
switches to the new court. She cited 
Michigan Court Rule 7.107. 

Judge Parrott asked if she read the rule 
underneath it and she asked if he meant 
7.109 and he responded, no, he meant 
7.108. 

He said an appeal does not 
execution”. 

Judge Parrott said under Rule 7.108 there 
are certain things that have to be done and 
said she hadn’t done these things. 

“Your argument is frivolous, again,” 
judge said, voice rising. 

He said he thinks her misinterpretation 
is intentional. “I can’t believe you are that 
monumentally incompetent,” he stormed. 

He said this could be a criminal contempt 
of court. 

He said this is at least the third time she 
has filed frivolous briefs and, arguably, it 
could have been four or five times. 

“Tve had it with you,” Judge Parrott 
continued. “You went to law school. You 
have a law degree... I can’t change the 
judgment... Had they [the plaintiffs] filed a 
response to this, I would have granted them 
sanctions...” 

Kesler tried to talk and Judge Parrott told 
her to take a seat. 

He said her motion made a couple of 
good points until she got to the third point. 
That’s the one that made him “righteously 
angry.” 

At that point he denied the plaintiff the 
“harsh method” of appointing a Receiver 
and told them to try other means. 

He warned Kesler not to give him 
anything frivolous again. 

As Kesler was leaving the courtroom, she 
softly said, “Nobody came to my house.”

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7-year-old girl saves father from 


bleeding to death in Belleville apt. i

Bianca, age 7, was visiting her father 
Richard Barney, II, at his apartment at 
240 North Liberty Street in the City of 
Belleville on Friday, June 22. 

Her mother Jessica had arranged for 
the little girl to go to her grandparents for 
the night, but she didn’t want to leave her 
father and begged to stay overnight. She 
got permission. 

On Saturday morning, she was there when 
he needed her most — to save his life. 

At 8:40 a.m. Saturday, Patrick Mahon 
was sitting outside on the bench next door 
at 220 North Liberty, when Bianca (who 
everybody calls “Bee”) ran up to him and 
said her father couldn’t breathe. 

Mahon has been a trauma room nurse 
at Henry Ford Hospital for 22 years and 
before that was a Navy Corpsman for four 
years. He ran inside and found Barney on

was robbed by person 
who gave him a ride 


Van Buren Township Police responded to 
a report of a robbery at 5:50 p.m., July 9, at 
Haggerty and I-94. 

VBT Police Captain Gregory Laurain 
said a 32-year-old Ecorse man said he was 
robbed by an unknown person that picked 
him up in Ecorse, stating he was going to 
Briarwood Mall in Ann Arbor. 

While en route to Ann Arbor, the driver 
stopped in Romulus to pick up another 
male at an unknown apartment complex, 
according to the victim.

Captain Laurain said the complainant had 
no other information to give to police and 
sought no further help.

the floor propped up against the couch, 
“sweating bullets”. Barney said his stomach 
hurt and Mahon said it felt hard. 

Since it was a hot day and he knew 
Barney had asthma, Mahon picked the 
man up to take him outside to get some air. 
That’s when blood poured out of his mouth 
all over the room. 

It was later determined he lost two pints 
of blood in his living room and another pint 
before getting to the operating room at St. 
Joseph Mercy Hospital. 

Mahon called 911 and he said the female 
dispatcher hung up on him. He redialed 
and a male dispatcher was on the line. He 
listened to the information and dispatched 
Belleville Police and Fire. 

The dispatcher reportedly said he was 
impressed with the details of the emergency 
reported by Mahon and Mahon explained 
his credentials. The dispatcher asked him 
to continue talking. 

Mahon said Police Sgt. Todd Schrencengost 
was at his side immediately and they waved 
over the volunteer fire fighters who were 
arriving at the station just across the street 
after being toned out. 

Fire fighters Brian Blackburn and Chris 
Zweng were the first to arrive. 

Mahon said the emergency crews didn’t 
realize the scope of the problem until they 
looked into the living room at the blood. 

“Tt looked like there had been a massacre,” 
Mahon recalled. 

Margie Laginess, the manager of the 
apartments, said her mother was a nurse, as 
well as her boyfriend, Mahon, so she was 
used to emergencies, too. 

Laginess said she was told that if Barney 
had been alone another ten minutes, he 
would have died. Mahon said he would 
have drowned in his own blood. 

Laginess praised little Bee for running 
to get help instead of just sitting next to 
her father, the way some children do in

emergencies. 

Barney had suffered headaches from 
the heat and so he had taken a lot of 
aspirin which thinned his blood. He had 
eaten chicken wings the night before 
and Laginess said she was told by the 
emergency room staff that after they got 
him on the operating table, they found a 
hole in his esophagus that might have been 
caused by swallowing a chicken bone. 
Laginess said Barney is known for wolfing 
down him food and she has cautioned him 
to slow down and chew each bite. 

During the time the emergency crews 
were helping her father, Bee clung to 
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Richard Barney, III, and his daughter Bianca (Bee) smile for the camera. 


Mahon for comfort. 

Laginess said Police Chief Gene Taylor 
wanted to honor Bee with an award before 
the City Council, but then the chief was 
hospitalized himself. Chief Taylor said he 
would like follow through on this when he 
gets back to work in August.

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Four Sumpter juveniles 
face charges for shining 
a laser at aircraft

Four Sumpter Township juveniles were 
identified as the ones who were shining a 
laser at aircraft flying out of Willow Run 
Airport the night of July 1-2. 

They will be prosecuted under a local 
disorderly conduct ordinance. They 
also had their $29, pencil-shaped laser 
confiscated by police. 

Sumpter Det. John Toth said the incident 
began at about 10 p.m. when off-duty Van 
Buren Township Police Officer Ken Toney 
and his father-in-law were driving along 
Sumpter Road, near Willis, when someone 
shined a green laser into their vehicle. They 
called police, but continued on their way. 

Sumpter Officers investigated, but were 
unable to locate the source of the laser. 

Shortly after midnight, a flight out of 
Willow Run Airport reported that a laser 
was pointed at it from the ground. A Law 
Enforcement Information Network (LEIN) 
alert was put out at 1:48 a.m. about the 
laser hitting the plane. The source was 
reportedly eight miles southeast of Willow 
Run Airport. 

Sumpter Police contacted Officer 
Toney and he returned to the exact spot 
where the laser had hit his car. Officers 
Buccellato and Kozak were able to contact 
the occupant of a home near the Sumpter/ 
Willis intersection. 

The mother in the home said her son and 
three other boys were in the house. It was 
determined they were pointing the laser 
pointer at planes. 

The boys confessed and all concurred in 
the stories they told, Det. Toth said. 

The Federal Aviation Administration was 
alerted by Willow Run, and the FAA got 
the FBI involved. The FBI decided not to 
pursue the matter with the boys. 

Det. Toth said he could not find a state

law on lasers. Since the incident was up 
in the air, it was a federal offense, he said. 
Dearborn does have a local ordinance on 
the devices but Sumpter doesn’t, he said. 

Sumpter decided to pursue disorderly 
conduct charges. 

Det. Toth said there is the possibility of 
civil ramifications, since it was possible the 
flight path of an aircraft was changed and 
there was the cost of the investigation. 

Det. Toth said he talked to an FAA official 
based in Ohio, who covers the Detroit- 
metro and Cleveland areas. He said she 
told him they get 10 complaints a week on 
lasers. 

“Its very unusual to find them,” she said 
of the perpetrators. 

Det. Toth said Officer Toney and his father- 
in-law are star witnesses for Sumpter. 

“The Toney family members are great 
citizens of our community and Van Buren 
Township is very lucky to have Ken Toney 
as an officer,” Det. Toth said. 

Toney’s son recently chased a burglar and 
got information that led to the burglar’s 
arrest by Sumpter Police. He also testified 
in court to help convict the suspect.

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Belleville Planners OKs 
Clearzoning when funds 


become available

Independent Special Writer 
The Belleville Planning Commission 
at its July 12 meeting, passed a motion 
to have the city’s code of ordinances go 
digital with the Clearzoning designation, 
once future funds become available. 
The cost would be about $22,000, 


according to Jill Bahm, of Birchler Arroyo 
Associates, the city’s planning consultant, 
whose company developed and markets 
Clearzoning. 

The Clearzoning designation would 
transform the City of Belleville’s Code of 
Ordinances into a visually appealing digital 
document that would better communicate 
the rules and regulations by way of internal 
hyperlinks, easy to read language and 
simple graphics. 

Once available on the City’s website, 


the entire city code will be accessible 
by internet. City administrators will be 
able to make revisions and customize the 
document so that residents and developers 
can save time and money. 

The online version would be available 
24/7. Links on the site would allow for one- 
click access to applications for permits and 
other documents. No expensive software 
purchase would be required.
